(collectively, the "Applicant"), as partners dba Suburban Ostomy 
Supply Company, Inc., asking for approval of the Board of Selectmen 
for bonding the purchase of 8.88 acres of land on Cordaville 
Road now owned by Anthony Gulbankian. Estimated cost of project: 
not more than $1,650,000. 


Present for the IDFA was Chairman Russell Millholland who gave 
a brief presentation and read Town of Southborough Secretary's 
Certificate, Vote of Industrial Development Financing Authority 
Approving Industrial Development Project, said Certificate dated 
January 17, 1984. IDFA Director (and Secretary) Louis J. Bartolini 
was also present. Mr. Millholland consulted Town Counsel Frederick 
Busconi who gave his opinion that the vote from the IDFA does 
not in any way commit the Town of Southborough to fund the bond. 
Mr. Millholland presented an audited financial statement, an 
updated Dun & Bradstreet Report and a statement of net worth 
as required by the Massachusetts Financing Authority. Present 
for Suburban Ostomy Supply Company was Attorney John Butenas 
and one of the owners - Mr. Herbert Gray - and the people who 
are preparing the specifications for the building. 


Applicant would like to erect a building on this site to store 
medical supplies. The company is basically a mail order house 
- a distribution center. They don't have sales people around. 
No drugs nor hazardous waste materials will be stored in the 
42,000 sq. ft. building, 90 per cent of which will be a warehouse 
with 10 per cent for an office. They employ people who live 
in the surrounding area, including Southborough. The applicant's 
business - Surburban Ostomy - does not plan to occupy the building 
until 1987. In the interim they might rent or lease most of 
it. The company uses UPS trucks coming off Route 9 onto Rt. 85 
to the company to be delivered to a variety of pharmacies around 
the country. They receive their supplies in a tractor trailer 
truck and there is a low frequency of activity. Therefore, 
there should be no traffic impact. Mr. Millholland stated that 
the IDFA feels that this business is a good small solid company 
and would be good for the Town. This is not a retail process. 
All the activity transpires over the telephone. This business 
shows a good profit and a very good sales growth. 
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Selectman Satterfield stated that in order to have time to view 
the entire package as presented at this meeting by Attorney 
Butenas and IDFA Chairman Millholland, he would like to present 
the following MOTION: to make a decision no later than next 
Tuesday night, January 24, 1984 at 7:30 p.m. Motion was seconded 
by Chairman Cipriano and passed by a UNANIMOUS VOTE. 


8:00 p.m. to 8:15 p.m. Request for a Class II - Autmomobile 
Dealer's License by U. S. Service Leasing Co., for 155 Boston 
Road. Representing applicant: Elliot M. Goodman, Esq. of Goodman 
& Goguen of Natick, Massachusets. His client was also present, 
Mr. Benjamin Zelman. This company has been ten years in Natick 
and is relocating to 155 Boston Road. This company is in the 
business of leasing automobiles and trucks. This is primarily 
an office operation. Inspector of Buildings Edgar A. Phaneuf, 
Jr. stated in a memorandum that a Site Plan Hearing is not necessary 
as this property has been approved for office use. Attorney 
Goodman presented a copy of Class II License issued by the Town 
of Natick to U. S. Service Leasing Co. Attorney Goodman stated 
that under Chapter 140, Section 57 of M.G.L. this license is 
mandated regarding their business operation and is a valuable 
business tool for them. This business purchases new cars and 
trucks and lease them to clients usually for two year periods. 
At the end of the two year period, the vehicle is usually recovered 
unless the client exercises the option to purchase it. They 
average three vehicles at one time on the lot. No site work 
is planned. No repairs will be done on the site. 


Chairman Cipriano made a Motion that U. S. Service Leasing, 
Inc. be issued a Class II License conditional upon the following 
provisions: (1) that they sell only its own used vehicles, 
(2) that they refrain from any retail sales from 155 Boston 
Road, and (3) that they display no signs indicating used cars 
are for sale at 155 Boston Road, also subject to complying with 
all laws. Selectman Satterfield seconded the Motion. Motion 
passed by a UNANIMOUS VOTE. 


8:30 p.m. to 8:35 p.m. Board met with Mrs. Mary A. Hemple of 
20 Learned Street, Fayville, regarding a portion of her land 
which she turned over to the Town via ATM 1979, Article 35. 
Mrs. Hemple is concerned that this piece of land still has not 
been recorded in the Worcester Registry of Deeds. Mrs. Hemple 
wanted to know why the deed has not been recorded by the Town 
Counsel. The purpose of this conveyance was for the Town to 
use it for a turnaround. Albert Phillipo also agreed to turn 
over a section of his property for the same purpose. AS a result, 
town water was put into Mr. Phillipo's property. Mrs. Hemple 
is still paying taxes on this property due to the fact that 
the deed has not been recorded in the Worcester Registry of 
Deeds. Chairman Cipriano stated that he talked with Town Counsel 
Busconi today. Mr. Busconi is unclear as to what happened to 
the original deed. However, he is preparing a Confirmatory 
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Deed which is a supplementary deed with the same language which 
will be recorded before the end of this week by Town Counsel 
Busconi. After the deed has been recorded he will send a copy 
to Mrs. Hemple. 

CORRES PONDENCE 


January 2, 1984 letter from David C. Ekberg, 5 High Street, 
asking for a solution to a persistent water, icing, and rutting 
problem on High Street, particularly in front of 5, 10 and 12 
High Street. The ice buildup on this street makes this street 
especially critical due to the fact of the school buses being 
able to stop. Chairman Cipriano stated that he has talked with 
Mr. Ekberg and has scheduled a meeting tomorrow, Wednesday, 
January 18, 1984, at noon with Highway Superintendent John Boland. 
Chairman Cipriano directed that Mr. Ekberg be invited to meet 
with the Board at its next meeting on January 24, 1984 at 8 
p.m. Send copies of the invitation letter to the Stedts, Donovans, 
Jolicoeurs and Walcotts and allow them an opportunity to speak 
on this issue.

Chairman Cipriano questioned Suburban Ostomy that since the 
Board is going to be signing a document which specifies publicly 
that the Board believes that the employment benefits the Town 
of Southborough, since most of Suburban Ostomy's employees will 
be coming to Southborough when the building is completed, the 
Chairman would like some form of commitment that in the future 
attention will be paid to employing qualified Southborough resi- 
dents. Mr. Silbert stated that it is logical that regarding 
the labor they generally have that the people will come who 
live closer to the plant when they move but they have no guarantee 
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that most of the people will come with them. They hope that 
they will, and want to keep a stable work force. From the point 
of view of attrition and from the point of view of growth, people 
will come in from Southborough. Mr. Silbert can't see it any 
other way. Mr. Silbert stated that it would be a benefit also 
to them to have employees who live close to the company. 


Chairman Cipriano stated that the Board wanted to add a fourth 
provision to the proposed vote. The purpose of the provision 
would be so that there would be no misunderstanding under the 
Town's Zoning By-Law under which there is a review process which 
is triggered by off-street parking and gives the Board an opportunity 
to look at everything - lighting, drainage - previous to the 
time of construction. Chapter 40D speaks a lot to approving 
the project in a broad sense. The Board did not want tonight's 
vote to be misconstrued as waiving the requirements of that 
By-Law and thus the addition of the fourth provision. If this 
fourth provision meets with the approval of Suburban Ostomy, 
it will be added to the vote. 


The fourth provision reads: 


"4. Approval of this project under Chapter 40D as 
amended, and all other laws specified hereinabove, shall 
not be construed as an approval nor waiver of approval 
pursuant to site plan requirements of the Town's Zoning 
By-Law." 


Attorney Butenas agreed to above fourth provision to the Board's 
vote.

William D. Baker, Fire Chief Edward F. Brock, and Town Counsel 
Frederick A. Busconi.

between her office and the Selectmen's staff. Mrs. Guilford 
feels undue pressure is being exerted by the Selectmen's office 
in the day to day operations of her office, specifically as 
concerns the computer. She does not feel the freedom to make 
a decision that she believes she is empowered to make on her 
own. Her staff also feels the pressure and are finding it very 
difficult to function. Mrs. Guilford is now working with less 
staff (two and one-half people) and finds it difficult because 
of that loss of man-hours. She feels that the Selectmen's staff 
are getting too directly involved in her responsibilities as 
Treasurer/Collector. Mrs. Guilford defined "pressure" as the 
Selectmen's staff asking frequently throughout the day, every 
day, how soon things are going to be done. Mrs. Guilford feels 
that with the pressure she has made decisions that she might 
not have made if she had more time to consider the options. 
For example, regarding the investment of the trust funds. She 
authorized changes from the purchase and sale of stock into 
a municipal type bond through a brokerage. Mrs. Guilford in 
retrospect felt a better decision may have been to put the money 
in the bank. She feels that at that point she should have said 
that she preferred more time. Selectman Satterfield stated 
that his company had a similar type problem when the computer 
was introduced. He heard similar complaints for about a year. 
He feels that part of this problem is a natural consequence 
of the fact that the Town is trying to computerize. Selectman 
Satterfield's employees felt that the computer people were trying 
to run their departments. Mrs. Guilford estimated that 75% 
of her concerns -has.to do with the centralizing of information 
via the computer. Specifically, the motor vehicle excise tax 
bills were put on the computer and have been mailed out. She 
wasn't really prepared to put them on the computer at this time 
(last Thursday) but when the computer personnel from Arlington 
Trust arrived, these bills were put in the computer as per Mrs. 
Guilford's decision at that time. This was not decided by the 
Selectmen's staff. Administrative Assistant Grossman asked 
Mrs. Guilford where she felt the problem lies in the Selectmen's 
staff, whether it is with Mr. Grossman, Mrs. Conlin, or other 
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people on the staff. Mrs. Guilford did not want to reply to 
this question in an open meeting. Chairman Cipriano concluded 
the meeting by volunteering to meet individually with Mrs. Guilford 
and Mr. Grossman, the department heads, and then to meet with 
the others involved, to attempt to work out an amicable solution 
to these procedural problems that are being experienced on a 
day-to-day basis.

The restaurant 
section is approximately 1,000 square feet. Board of Health 
Chairman Philip Mauch and his Engineer Robert Drake were present 
and answered some of the septic system questions. 


Chairman Cipriano stated that he had talked earlier this evening 
with Police Chief Baker and that Chief Baker wanted the following 
to be brought forward to the Board of Selectmen and put on record: 


He is concerned if this particular type of license is issued 
in the downtown area that there is a potential due to the 
weekend volume of clientelle whereby a disruptive situation 
could be created by heavy concentration of patrons on or 
about the premises, particularly at late night hours. 
He also specified to Chairman Cipriano in the telephone 
conversation that he was concerned that there are numerous 
elderly residents in and about the downtown area and in 
that closely confined area he would be concerned about 
potential noise or a factor of loudness as a result of 
the issuance of the license. 


Abutters and interested citizens expressed their concerns. 
Most of the concerns were with regard to: 


increased pedestrian traffic, increased noise disturbing 
neighboring residences, parking problems for neighboring 
residences, chance of inebriated patrons causing disturbances, 
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the chance of the character of downtown Southborough changing 
for the worse, drainage problems, and traffic hazards including 
the narrow entrance/exit to the parking lot. 


Some citizens were in favor of the granting of this license 
trusting the good moral character of Mr. Baltas and in light 
of the way he has conducted his business to date. 


The Board was asked if it could regulate the liquor drinking 
hours separate from the restaurant's hours. Chairman Cipriano 
replied in the affirmative. 


Attorney DeAngelis reminded all present that the Site Plan Hearing 
addressed the subjects of lighting, traffic, parking, drainage, 
etc. which Site Plan was approved on July 5, 1983. The possibility 
of the Board granting this license was not dealt with at the 
hearing on July 5th and was not part of the Site Plan Hearing. 
However, the Board of Health stated that they considered the 
possibility of a license being granted for these premises when 
the septic system was approved. It should cause no problem 
to the septic system. 


Attorney DeAngelis stated that the other tenant will be a lender 
commercial bank.

Representing St. Mark's School were: Attorney Charles B. Swartwood, 
III, and its engineering consultant, Pete Ziner of Ziner Rossetti 
Associates. Attorney Swartwood gave the presentation. 


Attorney Swartwood referred to the street layout showing driveways 
to single family dwellings, the driveway to the new girls' dormitory 
and to the present soccer field, a little island - in the middle 
of which on the upper part is the entrance to St. Mark's School 
- on the lower part of the island is the road to the Town Hall. 
The plan proposes pedestrian protection in two areas - first, 
St. Mark's has concerns with the safety of the students of St. Mark's 
who will be going back and forth from the proposed girls' dormitory 
to classes which are on the upper part, or easterly side of 
Marlborough Road. This extra protection is really only needed 
on an eight month basis with liberal vacations. In the fall, 
and again in the spring, when they play Soccer and Lacrosse, 
usually on Wednesdays and Saturdays, there is heavy pedestrian 
traffic. In addition to the students participating from St. Mark's 
and from other schools, there are also on many occasions, a 
great many parents in the area. That is the pedestrian traffic 
volume created in the first area. In the second area, St. Mark's 
students have to cross on the westerly side of Rt. 85 near where 
the small island is, to a number of playing fields. On any 
given day in the spring and in the fall, there are as many as 
four playing fields where there are four games going on simul- 
taneously. In addition to that, money has been coming in for 
a number of years from parents for at least two additional playing 
fields. The type of warning device that is proposed is Signal 
"A" —- sign and flasher - which would be located on the plan 
where it is marked "S-1-1" with an arrow. That would take care 
of the traffic going in a southerly direction. Going toward 
the intersection of Rt. 30/Rt. 85 on the other side, it is marked 
"S-1-1". That is the location of the sign shown on the handout 
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"Signal A" taking care of the traffic going ina northerly di- 
rection. The sign is 7 ft. from the ground to the sign which 
is called a "School advance sign". It is 12 feet from the ground to 
the top with the yellow flashing beacon. These are the two 
signals that St. Mark's is requesting. The signals are activated 
(shown on handout marked "Signal B") by a pushbutton. The push- 
buttons are located in the area of the two crosswalks - one 
being from the proposed girls' dormitory, the other from the 
athletic fields marked by the letters "B" and "C" (shown on 
the preliminary plan) marking both sides of the crosswalks. 
The handout marked "Attachment 1" shows that the light gives 
you direction for the pushbutton. The signal is only activated 
when someone pushes the button. It would be totally down if 
no one planned to cross and no one has pushed the button. During 
the course of a regular school day, there will be some crossing 
in the morning and again in the afternoon. Normally, after 
5 p.m, there would be very little activity. After dinnertime, 
there would be people going back and forth to the library, or 
whatever activites they have. This would occur primarily at 
the most northerly crosswalk that would still activate both 
of those lights. There would be a warning to vehicular traffic 
that pedestrians are going back and forth. Signal "B" is what 
you would see on the easterly side of the most northly pushbutton. 
Signal "C" would be placed where the girls were coming out of 
the driveway and again Signal "C" would be placed at the athletic 
fields. The difference from both of these would be the height. 

The total height of the Signal "Cs" is 5 feet. Signal "B" is 
the one that has the control cabinet on it. Also presented 
to the Selectmen, prepared by Mr. Ziner (engineering consultant), 
is "Project Justification" report which upgrades some prior 
engineering studies that this firm had done for the Town of 
Southborough in 1975. This report shows that the volume of 
Rt. 85 in this area has increased by thirty per cent where other 
areas in the Town of Southborough have not and have remained 
unchanged. Also included in the handout to the Selectmen was 
a proposed draft of a letter which St. Mark's would like to 
have the Town of Southborough, through the Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, send to Henry Holmes, DPW District Highway Engineer, 
in Worcester. Mr. Holmes is aware of this application and it 
is Mr. Swartwood's understanding that he has no objection to 
it. If the Town were to request these signals, unless something 
changes dramatically, or some new information comes before him, 
Mr. Holmes would approve it. Of course, Boston will have to 
give the final approval. 


St. Mark's School would pay for the installation of the lights. 
Total construction cost is estimated at $11,200. What St. Mark's 
would like the Town to assume would be the cost of electricity 
(which would be a small amount). In other words, once St. Mark's 
installs the lights, it would like to give them to the Town. 
They then become the property of the Town. There are two reasons 
for doing this: (1) The Town could ask Massachusetts Electric 
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for permission to string the cables over its poles.Towns have this 
right. Private industries do not have the right. (2) The Town 


would continue the maintenance of the signals. St. Mark's also 
hope that if there are any Federal monies available, the Town 
would apply for said funds to be reimbursed and in turn St. Mark's 
hopes that it could be reimbursed for the cost of the installation. 
The School would install the signals in any event. The School 
feels that that this type of signal is better than no signal 
at all. 


Highway Superintendent Boland agrees that this type of signal 
at this time is better than no signal at all since the State 
has turned down all other suggestions to date. Certain portions 
of this plan concerns him. He is concerned with the fact that 
there are signals on either end of the zone - flashing yellow 
indicators which means nothing in the law - simply a warning, 
a manually operated warning to reduce the hazard ahead. If 
someone is driving up the street and sees the flashing beacon, 
notices there is a crosswalk up ahead, sees the sign and realizes 
that that is a crosswalk situation, goes beyond the crosswalk 
and does not see any pedestrians in the area, and therefore 
proceeds to speed up. Then he finds at that point that the 
person is not crossing at the first crosswalk that he is in 
fact crossing at the second crosswalk. This gives the person 
actuating the signal a false sense of security. The person 
also actuating the signal does not know if the signals on either 
end are working vs. actuating pedestrian signals such as are 
at the traffic lights at the interesection of Rt. 85 and Rt. 30. 
There you see that there are four red signals and you are given 
a walk signal. He has no answer to this concern. It appears 
at present that the proposal before the Board of Selectmen tonight 
is better than nothing. 


Pete Ziner stated that he agrees with Mr. Boland. The whole 
Situation is better than nothing. Up to the present, no one 
can get anything approved by the DPW. There is a pilot light 
on one of the pushbutton poles which indicates that the signals 
have been activated. This would tell the pedestrian activating 
the signal that it is working provided, of course, that the 
pilot light is functioning. This seems to be the only plan 
that the DPW will approve on this road, primarily because of 
the traffic count. 


Mr. Swartwood informed the Board that Mr. Ziner had talked with 
Police Chief William Baker regarding this proposed plan. The 
Town of Brookfield has a working system such as is requested 
tonight. Chief Baker called the Chief in Brookfield. This 
System is working. Apparently Mr. Holmes knows about the system 
in Brookfield. It is a functioning safety precaution. 


Mr. Swartwood stated that during very busy weekends, they plan 
to hire special police officers to handle the pedestrian traffic. 
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Selectmen would like Police Chief Baker and Highway Superintendent 
to get together with a representative of St. Mark's School to 
see if there are any other alternative which might be better. 


Selectman McAuliffe made a MOTION that this matter be taken 
under advisement until May 22, 1984. Motion was seconded by 
Selectman Satterfield. 


DISCUSSION: Highway Superintendent Boland suggested that before 
any action is taken, a compromise might be that the Board consider 
asking for approval by the DPW for a permit for the installation 
of these signals. This is simply a request for a permit to 
install these signals. This does not mean that the lights have 
to be installed once the permit is received. The Board could 
proceed in this direction while Chief Baker Highway Supt. Boland 
and St. Mark's are meeting on this matter. This DPW approval 
would take several weeks. Selectman McAuliffe stated that he 
had no problem with the Board proceeding to ask for permits 
and if the Board feel they don't want to go along with this, 
then they can vote not to install the signals.

SCHEDULED APPOINTMENTS 


7:30 p.m. to 7:43 p.m. Board met with Robert Maiorana (12 Parker- 
ville Road), representing the Concerned Citizens of Southborough, 
regarding the Sudbury Reservoir proposed five foot drawdown 
giving the Selectmen an update of what his group has done to 
date on this issue. He brought up again the issue of the possibility 
of a test trial of a five-foot drawdown. His group wanted to 
know what the Selectmen's feelings are on requesting the MDC 
for a drawdown on a temporary basis of another 3 feet with the 
stipulation that they would raise it back up to allow the MDC 
personnel and other concerned citizens on June 9 to see what 
a 5 ft. drawdown looks like across Town, rather than rely on 
computer simulation. A check would have to be made to make 
sure that wildlife nesting would not be disrupted. 


Mrs. Anglin (10 Parkerville Road) asked how deep the Reservoir 
is before they take the 5 ft. and also asked about the status 
of a written Agreement from the MDC on the 5 ft. drawdown. 


Selectman Cipriano stated that the Board has proposed that an 
Agreement be entered into as an alternative to special legislation.

This letter will serve as our report on our review of the Final Draft 
Environmental Impact Report (EIR) for the Sudbury Reservoir prepared 
for the Metropolitan District Commission (MDC) by Parsons Brinckerhoff 
Quade and Douglass, Ine. This is a follow-up to our review of the First 
Draft EIR, which was submitted to you in a letter report dated February 
28, 1984. The following review emphasizes the degree that the Final 
Draft EIR addresses our first review comments. Additional comments 
from the Southborough public that were forwarded to the MDC are not 
specifically addressed herein, except as they may pertain to our 
comments. We have divided this letter into three general topic areas: 
Proposed Operating Procedures; Impact From 5 Foot Withdrawal; and 
Watershed Protection Required by the MDC. 


Proposed Operating Procedures 


The general operating conditions have been modified so that the Reservoir 
surface elevation will fluctuate within a 5 foot range, rather than the 
10 feet as originally proposed. This change has been incorporated into 
all of the discussions in the EIR. Our major concern in this regard was 
the commitment of the MDC to maintain the procedures outlined in the 
report. The EIR now states that the MDC "plans to propose legislation 
for the release strategy based on the Final EIR recommendations." We 
believe that this solution will provide the Town with the necessary 
institutional guarantee that the Reservoir will be properly operated in 
the future. 


An item relating to operating procedures is the selection of a recom- 
mended sludge disposal process. In the Final Draft EIR, the options of 
either a lagoon, or MDC sewer disposal, are both determined to be 
impractical. The recommended solution is thickening, filter pressing or 
centrifuging, then trucking the sludge to a landfill. The amount of sludge 
generated is estimated at 13 tons per day, and will require no more 
than two truck trips per day. We believe that the concern about sludge 
disposal has been adequately addressed.

Impact From 5 Foot Withdrawal 


This general area of concern is intimately related to the amount of the 
Reservoir bottom that is exposed with a 5 foot withdrawal. In the Draft 
EIR, the area of exposure was determined to be 6 percent of the 
reservoir area, versus 26 percent for the 10 foot withdrawal. Since the 
critical issue is the location and type of exposure, a map was requested 
for the Final Draft EIR, but it has not been included. In order to 
evaluate the impact of the 5 foot withdrawal, we obtained mapping of 
the area from the MDC. These maps showed that the 6 percent and 26 
percent figures appear to be accurate, and that the character of the 6 
percent exposure is not adverse. For instance, with a 10 foot withdrawal, 
about 10 ponds would be formed which would trap fish, and relatively 
large areas of organic silts would be exposed. With a 5 foot withdrawal, 
only one small pond would form and only small areas of silt would be 
exposed, most of the exposed area being along the relatively steep banks. 


These facts reinforce the EIR's findings about limited shoreline safety 
hazards for fishing and limited (but definite) wildlife habitat impacts. 
It also follows that odors from the exposure of the organic silts would 
be much less than if the 10 foot withdrawal were implemented. However, 
removal of organic sediment is not recommended now in the EIR, and 
no measures are suggested should odors become a problem. 


The two issues of most concern here are possible shoreline fishing hazards 
and potential odor problems. As mentioned above, the exposure of muck 
and mud flats will be limited. In all likelihood neither of these problems 
should surface during drawdown. However, the Town should request 
assurances from the MDC that if either problem becomes a nuisance or 
danger, dredging of organics in the specific problem area will occur and 
will be replaced with gravel to eliminate the problem. 


Another potential impact of the 5 foot withdrawal is on private shallow 
wells. The EIR now estimates that. six wells may be located such that 
low summer conditions (during the plant's nonoperating period) may 
affect well yields, inferring that the project will not in itself have any 
negative impacts on well yields. However, the EIR also states that "the 
MDC has indicated that it will fund well rehabilitation measures if they 
are related to possible impacts caused by the proposed project.” We 
believe this addresses the Town's concern with impacts on private wells. 


Watershed Protection Required by the MDC 


This area of concern relates to policy and legal authority of the MDC 
to enforce regulations involved with water quality protections in the 
watershed. It has been addressed in the Final Draft EIR from two 
aspects. First, the EIR refers to an independent MDC study which found 
that sewerage service is not necessary in the Southborough area, and 
that on-site disposal was encouraged. Second, protection of the reservoir 
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water quality through watershed monitoring should be done regardless 
of the proposed projects status. This is due to the Reservoir's current 
classification as an emergency water supply. We believe this clearly 
indicates the direction of the short and long-term measures which the 
MDC will employ in regard to water quality protection in the watershed. 


Summary and Recommendations 


The MDC decision to utilize a 5 foot withdrawal range instead of the 
originally proposed 10 feet has substantially decreased the impacts from 
the project. The Final Draft EIR has done a good job of describing these 
impacts, and has addressed the majority of our concerns expressed at 
the first draft stage of the report. 


The one request that was not implemented in the Final Draft EIR is 
the inclusion of mapping for the exposed bottom area from a 5 foot 
withdrawal. However, the MDC provided this information to us when 
requested. Inclusion of a version of this map in the Final EIR would be 
helpful since this public document becomes a “blueprint” for operation. 


In addition, the question of shoreline safety and odor generation should 
be addressed in the event that either occurs.

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SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


7:30 p.m. to 7:42 p.m. Meeting was scheduled for action on 
request for a Common Carrier's License by Robert Harris d/b/a 


King's Transport. Mr. Harris was not present to make his pre- 
sentation. Martin Ames, Attorney for Gulbankian Bus Lines of 
Southborough (which services the Southborough area) was present 
and stated that he had checked with the Department of Utilities 
on the status of the petitioner's Temporary Rights License (only 
good for 126 days) and found that the license had run out on 
July 26 and that Mr. Harris had not refiled as of this date. 
Attorney Ames also noted that in Mr. Harris' application, he 
did not show how he planned to get from Rt. 20 to the border 
of Southborough. Selectman Cipriano noted that Mr. Harris planned 
to use a 1966 GMC bus and the age of'the bus was a concern to 
him.

7:45 p.m, to 7:58 p.m. Suburban-Grayson Realty Trust, 150 Cordaville 
Road (Assessors' Map 28, Lot 16), Public Hearing regarding Industrial 
Revenue Bond. Present for Suburban was Attorney John Butenas 
and the principal partner, Herbert Gray. Board noted that legal 
notice of this public hearing was published in The Middlesex 
News in the issues of July 23, 1984 and July 30, 1984, as noted 
by the newspaper tear sheets filed with the Board of Selectmen.

Site Plan Hearing was held on the application 
of Suburban-Grayson Realty Trust, 150 Cordaville Road (Map 28, 
Lot 16) for the construction of a office/light industry/warehouse 
building. Present for Suburban: Attorney John Butenas, Engineer, 
John H. Rogers of Cutler Asssociatiates, Inc. and principal 
partner of Suburban, Herbert Gray. John H. Rogers gave the 
presentation. Mr. Rogers stated that all abutters had been 
duly notified but that he neglected to bring the certified mail 
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receipts with him to file with the Selectmen. He will see that 
this office receives them as soon as possible. 


Donald Morris spoke for the Planning Board and questioned the 
position of the access road into the property. He stated that 
the Planning Board has no problem with the Site Plan, but the 
Planning Board felt that the access road should either line 
up with the road into the Transfer Station or be placed further 
down the road in a southerly direction for safety purposes. 
Mr. Rogers stated that the road was placed on the Plan as it 
would mean good access around the building. However, his client 
sees no major problem with moving the driveway southerly 25 
or 30 feet without jeopardizing the safety of the public. Mr. Morris 
stated that if the planned roadway is in a good location, the 
Planning Board has no problem with the Site Plan.

(1) Road Materials Bids for FY 1985. Chairman read August 
7 letter of recommendation from Highway Superintendent John 
W. Boland. After looking over all the bids received, Selectman 
McAuliffe made a MOTION (seconded by Chairman Satterfield) 
that the bids for various road materials be awarded as submitted 
by Highway Superintendent John W. Boland in a letter dated August 
7, 1984, to the Board of Selectmen. VOTE: Selectmen McAuliffe 
and Satterfield voted in favor. Selectman Cipriano abstained 
from voting due to a conflict of interest. 


(2) Update regarding Central Mass. Resource Recovery Com- 
mittee. Mr. Boland submitted the latest Draft Agreement from 


Signal Resco Co. for review by the Board of Selectmen. Central 
Mass. Resource Recovery Committee voted three weeks ago to endorse, 
as presented, the latest proposal of Signal Resco for the con- 
struction of a resource recovery facility in Millbury. The 
Worcester City Council subsequently voted to join that facility. 
That vote, in essence, sets the project in motion. The document 
before the Selectmen tonight is basically what the City of Worcester 
will be asked to sign. There will be some changes which will 
be minor. This document has some corrections, some of them 
came from the previous holder of the document, some of them 
came from Mr. Boland. The final document is expected to be 
received some time this week for review. The first couple of 
pages is a draft of a letter from Signal to the Central Mass. Re- 
covery Committee basically outlining how to proceed from here 
as far as joining the project is concerned. The project remains 
basically as has been talked about before with the exception 
of a significantly cheaper price being $23.50/ton if the same 
CPI holds true. The offer is being made available to the ll 
communities, of which Southborough is one, which have actively 
participated in the committee, on July 1, 1985. The offer is 
also contingent upon 85,000 tons per year whichever number comes 
first. The City of Worcester will supply in the vicinity of 
37,000 tons. The Town of Millbury will supply in the order 
of 11,000 tons - all coming out of the 85,000. Agreements will 
no doubt be reached with the Signal companies with one of the 
other communities for the use of the landfill for disposal of 
residue. That Agreement will also come out of the 85,000. 
Basically, 50,000 of the 85,000 tons will be used "before we 
even start", stated Mr. Boland. The other 11 communities’ figure 
will be 35,000 tons. Mr. Boland suggested that the Board review 
the lengthy 40+ page document presented to them tonight. There 
is a great deal of technical and legal language. AS soon as 
the specific document is received by Mr. Boland, it will be 
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brought to the Selectmen for their review. Mr. Boland asked 
the Selectmen to consider the appointment of one member of the 
Board who, together with the Town Counsel and himself, will 
review all the information gathered to date. Many decisions 
will have to be made on the part of the Town, the first of which 
is "Do we intend to join?" If we do, there are many other decisions 
to be made. Chairman Satterfield reassured the fact that the 
Board will go to Town Meeting before signing the Final Agreement. 


Selectman Cipriano made a MOTION to designate Selectman McAuliffe 
to represent the Board to review the document with Mr. Boland 
and Town Counsel Busconi. Chairman Satterfield seconded the 
Motion. VOTE: favorable. Motion carried. 


9:34 p.m. to 9:39 p.m. Public Hearing was held with the Board 
of Assessors on the issue of determining a tax rate/classification 
determination. It was noted that a Press Release was given 
to the Middlesex News which appeared in the issue of Friday, 
August 3, 1984. Present for the Assessors were: Assessor Paul 
Nelson, Assessor Arthur Sisson and Assistant Assessor/Appraisor 
Arthur Holmes. Also present was Assessors’ Administrative Secretary 
Betty Davis. Mr. Holmes gave the presentation and stated that 
the Board of Assessors recommended that the classification continue 
with the Factor of One, which is a single tax rate. 

MOTION was made by Selectman McAuliffe that the Board of Selectmen 
vote to adopt a Factor of One, as requested by the Board of 
Assessors. Motion was seconded by Selectman Cipriano. VOTE: 
unanimous. Selectmen proceeded to sign the Computation Report 
for Fiscal Year 1985. 


9:45 p.m. to 11:43 p.m. Site Plan Hearing was held on the appli- 
cation of John M. Corcoran & Co., 150 Turnpike Road Map 37, 
Lots 2 and 3) proposing to construct a 100,000 sq. ft. office 
building. Present for John M. Corcoran & Co. was Donald Lashley, 
Project Manager. 


Administrative Assistant Grossman noted the approvals which 
had been received: Building Inspector, Conservation Commission, 
Water Department, Fire Department and Highway Department. Board 
of Health will bring in their letter and the Planning Board 
member will speak at the meeting. 


Mr. Lashley presented the certified mail receipts together with 
the Assessors' Certified List of Abutters. All receipts were 
in order. Mr. Lashley then gave his presentation. Mr. Leo 
Corcoran, a principal in the firm and owner of the proposed 
development, was present, aS well as Corcoran's site engineer 
and traffic consultant. The building will be placed on an 8-acre 
parcel, with White's Corner Restaurant remaining on 2 acres. 


Discussion centered around the following subjects: septic system,

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SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


7:30 p.m. to 7:40 p.m. James Denman (Southborough's representative 
on the Assabet Valley Regional Vocational School District Committee) 
discussed the proposed bonding for the repair of Assabet's roof. 
Mr. Denman invited the Board to the Committee's hearing on this 
issue to be held on December 18, 1984. The decision will be 
made on the 18th as to whether or not to bond this project. 
If no Special Town Meeting is called by the Board of Selectmen, 
that indicates the Board's acquiescence and Southborough's portion 
of the bond will be authorized. This has to take place in all 
seven communities. If one of the communities decides to go 
against the bond issue, the process has to be started over again. 
Southborough's portion (50%) would be $550,000 over ten years 
($4,950 in FY '86). No further action is necessary by the Selectmen 
until after a letter is received from the Committee as to its 
vote on the bond issue. 


73:45 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. Russell Millholland, Chairman of the 
Southborough Cable T. V. Committee, stated that the committee 
had hoped that the Final Provisional License for cable television 
could be signed by the Selectmen at this meeting. However, 
the committee received last minutes changes which has altered 
the original basic rate structure in the contract. The committee 
is now reviewing the justification and substantiation of the 
request by Greater Worcester to alter the rates. Mr. Millholland 
requested to meet with the Selectmen at next week's meeting 
regarding the signing of this license. This will give the 
committee an opportunity to further discuss the recently negotiated 
changes and to discuss more points of the contract which the 
committee as a whole has not had an opportunity to discuss together 
Since the last arrangement had been finalized. The prime concern 
is the proposed change in the basic rate which was originally 
Set at $7.45/month. The changes being negotiated is for the 
first year at $8.50/month and the second year at $9.50/month; 
the senior citizen/handicapped discount rate would go from 10% 
to 20% of the basic service. 


Mr. Edward Moller, Vice President of the CATV operations of 
the parent company - Greater Media, Inc. - explained that the 
rate change request is due to Massachusetts Electric and its 
pole attachment agreement. Mass. Electric now wants to charge 
for all the engineers' field time. That runs anywhere from 
$60 - $80 - $90 per hour. They used to do all the field work 
in 3 or 4 days. It now takes 3 or 4 weeks or even a month. The 
work orders are then made out and sent out for the rearrangement. 
That cost is extra - something like three times. The original 
$800/mile cost now is $2,400. The cable company will not be 
making any extra profit by the rate increase. 


Selectmen agreed to meet next week, December 18, for the signing 
of the Final Provisional License. 
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8:00 p.m. to 8:08 p.m. Marathon Lines, Inc. was represented 
by Mr. Omer Bourque, Charter Sales Manager. A common carrier 
license was requested for the followng route: 


On Boston-Worcester Turnpike Road (Mass. Route 9) between 
the Southborough-Westborough Town Line and the Southborough- 
Framingham Town Line. 


On Oak Hill Road between Boston-Worcester Turnpike Road 
(Mass. Route 9) and the Southborough-Framingham Town Line. 


Mr. Bourque explained that in July Marathon Lines took over 
all the equipment of Suburban Bus Lines which have ceased oper- 
ation. Marathon Lines is now in the process of upgrading these 
buses. These are continually being inspected by the Registry 
and by the Department of Public Utilities for safety. The company 
is in the process of securing licenses from all the towns involved 
with Suburban. Brookline, Lincoln, Natick, Newton, Wellesley, 
Weston and Concord licenses have been approved and either are 
being forwarded or have been forwarded. Hearings are still 
being held for Shrewsbury, Framingham, Southborough and in West- 
borough. Mrs. Godfrey, President of Marathon Lines, Inc., has 
two partners from Connecticut. This company is new and has 
temporary authority from ICC as well as the DPW and local. 
Marathon Lines, Inc. has a total of 43 vehicles at present. 


Selectman McAuliffe made a Motion to grant requested common 
carrier's license. Selectman Cipriano Cipriano seconded the 
Motion. VOTE: unanimous. 


8:09 p.m. to 8:12 p.m. Police Chief William D. Baker, Officer 
David Hagen and Officer Jane Moran met with the Board. Chief 
Baker announced that David and Jane graduated from the Mass. State 
Police Academy last Friday, were elected President and Treasurer 
of their class, respectively, and finished third and fourth, 
respectively, academically in a class of 40. Chief Baker wanted 
to bring Officer Hagen and Officer Moran before the Board for 
public acknowledgment of their achievements. 


8:30 p.m. to 8:54 p.m. This informational meeting was held 
at the request of Attorney L. Ross Merrow, representing Flatley 
Company who is developing the land owned by Leucadia on Turnpike 
Road (Assessors' Map 33, Lot 4). Attorney Merrow wanted to 
find out where the company stood as he was hearing various stories 
from various sources. James P. Molloy, Project Engineer for 
Flatley Co., was also present. It was explained that the work 
currently being done is the wetland work which is required under 
the Conservation Commission's Order of Conditions. Selectman 
Cipriano expressed concern regarding the tree removal and asked 
that the company keep in mind the buffer zone and screening 
between nearby residences and the newly developed land. Abutter 
Donald Heaton (5 Tara Road) expressed similar concerns.
